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Through  A  Dark  Glass 

During  the  April.  1469.  General  Conference  of  the  Church,  many 
wonderful  talks  were  given  by  the  General  Authorities  of  the  Church.  In 
listening  to  them  on  a  tape  sent  us  by  one  of  the  Church  members,  I 
made  some  notes  on  the  thoughts  expressed  by  Elder  A  Theodore  Tuttle  of 
the  First  Council  of  Seventy.  He  told  of  the  experience  of  travelling 
through  one  of  the  canyons  in  Western  America  during  a  driving  snow- 
storm. The  windshield  wipers  lost  their  synchronization,  and  the  situation 
was  a  most  dangerous  one.  The  driver  had  to  stop  and  proceed  with  caution 
along  the  narrow  canyon  road.  He  could  not  see  clearly.  Elder  Tuttle  said 
the  world  today  is  in  such  a  condition.  Present  conditions  make  it  impos- 
sible to  see  clearly.  As  is  the  case  in  the  snowstorm,  the  only  way  out  for 
us  is  through. 

I  too  have  had  the  frightening  experience  on  more  than  one  occasion 
of  trying  to  move  forward  in  the  midst  of  a  snow-storm.  Some  years  ago 
one  of  my  friends,  Al  Piatt,  and  I  built  what  we  called  a  snow  plane.  We 
spent  many  hours  designing  and  making  it.  He  provided  the  engineering 
know-how,  and  I  helped  provide  nart  of  the  labour.  It  consisted  of  a  chassis 
of  aluminium  conduit  pipe.  We  built  a  little  cab  in  which  we  could  sit.  In 
back  of  us  we  assembled  an  airplane  motor.  Then  we  put  skiis  where  the 
wheels  would  be  —  one  in  front  and  two  on  the  sides.  We  would  tow  this 
contraption  into  the  mountain  as  far  as  the  roads  were  open.  Then,  we 
would  put  the  skiis  on  it,  start  the  airplane  motor,  and  it  would  drive  us 
over  the  snow  by  the  force  of  the  wind  from  the  airplane  motor. 

On  one  memorable  day,  we  were  returning  to  our  car  and  were  about 
ten  miles  from  it  when  the  snow  plane  skidded  off  the  ridge  of  a  snowdrift, 
and  we  found  ourselves  in  a  small  gulley  out  of  which  we  were  not 
able  to  get  the  plane  before  darkness  descended  upon  us.  Fortunately  we 
had  our  snow  shoes,  without  which  we  would  have  almost  certainly  perished 
that  night.  Also,  we  had  a  torch,  so  we  set  out  on  foot  through  unfamiliar 
mountainous  territory.  The  night  was  black,  with  no  moon  or  stars.  The 
snow  had  drifted  since  we  made  the  initial  trip  into  the  mountains,  so  that 
the  tracks  caused  by  our  skiis  were  mostly  covered,  but  occasionally  our 
flashlight  would  show  the  trace  of  the  line  cut  by  the  edges  of  the  skiis. 
We  walked  and  walked,  with  ice  and  snow  covering  our  hats  and  part  of 
our  clothing.  Our  light  became  dimmer  and  dimmer.  By  the  time  we  finally 
reached  the  car,  we  looked  more  like  snowmen  than  not. 

We  have  many  times  since  thanked  our  Heavenly  Father  that  that  little 
light  held  out,  for  without  it,  our  chances  of  reaching  safety  in  that 
snowstorm  were  very  slight. 

On  that  occasion,  the  only  way  out  was  through  —  through  the  dimly 
marked  route  we  had  made  on  our  way  several  hours  before.  Without  the 
aid  of  that  little  torch  we  might  still  be  up  there  in  those  mountains. 

What  of  our  journey  on  earth.  Do  you  believe  it  is  as  described  by 
Elder  Tuttle  —  do  you  think  we  are  in  a  snowstorm  —  that  most  of  man- 
kind are  in  a  snowstorm,  out  of  which  they  can  see  but  dimly?  The  New- 
Testament  tells  us  that  "Now  we  see  through  a  glass  darkly,  but  then  face 
to  face."  Then  we  shall  know  and  be  known.  We  shall  not  grope  or 
wander  any  more,  for  we  will  be  able  to  clearly  see  the  course  to  travel. 
Elder  Marion  G.  Romney  told  us  when  he  visited  our  mission  that  most 
of  the  people  of  the  world  don't  see  dimly  through  a  dark  glass.  Instead, 
they  are  trying  to  look  through  a  sheepskin,  so  hard  is  it  for  them  to  see 
the  truth. 

I  do  believe  that  today,  without  the  blessing  of  the  Holy  Ghost  to 
guide  us,  and  without  a  prophet  of  God  to  guide  us.  that  we  would  also 
be  unable  to  see  clearly.  We  would  not  know  the  road,  and  those  who  would 
show  it  to  us  would  not  know  it  either,  and  we  would,  as  the  Saviour  has 
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Word  was  recently  received  by  President  Badger  from 
Brother  Marvin  J.  Ashton  that  he  had  presented  the  gifts  from 
the  young  people  of  the  mission  to  President  and  Sister 
McKay.  The  letter  from  Brother  Ashton  follows: 


Will  you  please  let  the  young  people  of  the  South 
African  Mission  who  attended  the  youth  conference 
know  through  their  MIA  leaders  that  I  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  presenting  the  gold  cuff-links  to  President 
McKay  personally  along  with  the  ostrich-hide  bag  for 
Sister   McKay. 

President  McKay  was  very  touched  with  the  sen- 
timent and  wishes  of  the  young  people  from  your  mis- 
sion and  responded  with  a  meaningful  "Thank  you,  thank 
you,   thank  you." 

It  was  a  real  thrill  to  see  President  McKay  and  com- 
plete this  extra  special  assignment  that  the  young  people 
along  with  you  and  Eleanor  wanted  me  to  do  personally 
with  the  McKay's.  You  don't  know  how  grateful  I  was 
that  it  turned  out  that  I  could  see  President  McKay 
personally  and  take  care  of  this  wery  pleasant  responsi- 
bility. 

I  continue  to  look  back  upon  my  visit  to  your  mis- 
sion and  your  people  with  fondest  memories  and  with 
nothing  but  complete  happiness  as  I  review  all  past 
events.

The  trumpet  is  sounding,  we  are  in 
the  last  dispensation,  it  is  a  "day  of 
warning  and  not  a  day  of  many  words." 
We  have  each  been  commissioned  by  the 
Prophet  of  God  to  be  a  missionary.  What 
will  we  do  about  it?  What  can  we  do 
about   it? 

Members  of  the  Church  living  in  regu- 
larly organized  branches  are  in  a  unique 
position  to  do  missionary  work  that  can- 
not be  done  by  the  full-time  missionaries. 
Generally,  these  opportunities  fall  into 
two  broad  categories: 

1.  Introducing  people  to  the  Gospel. 

2.  Fellowshipping  potential  and  recent  members. 

Introducing  people  to  the  Gospel.  Each  and  every  day  members  of 
the  Church  meet  and  associate  with  people  who  are  not  members  of  the 
Church.  They  are  afforded  many  opportunities  to  discuss  or  refer  to  the 
Church.  This  need  not,  indeed,  should  not  be  done  in  an  overbearing  or 
offensive  way.  A  casual  reference  to  or  discussion  about  the  Church  will 
indicate  to  you,  in  most  cases,  if  the  person  manifests  sufficient  interest  to 
pursue  the  topic.  If  so,  you  can  bring  them  to  Church,  or  introduce  them 
to  the  missionaries  working  in  your  area.  Another  phase  of  this  topic  is 
the  example  we  set  by  the  lives  we  lead.  The  Apostle  Paul  exhorted  us  to 
"be  thou  an  example  of  the  believers,  in  word,  in  conversation,  in  charity, 
in  spirit,  in  faith,  in  purity."  The  negative  effects  of  bad  example  plagued 
Alma  as  he  tried  to  preach  to  the  Zoramites.  He  reproved  his  son  Corian- 
ton  in  these  words:  '  '.  .  .  for  when  they  saw  your  conduct  they  would 
not  believe  in  my  words."  We  then,  must  lead  exemplary  lives,  and  when- 
ever the  opportunity  presents  itself,  introduce  people  to  the  Church. 

Fellowshipping  potential  and  recent  members.  Members  of  the  Church 
need  only  introduce  their  friends  and  acquaintances  to  the  Gospel.  It  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  missionaries  to  teach  them.  However,  the  teaching 
process  can  be  greatly  augmented  by  the  fellowshipping  efforts  of  the  mem- 
bers. The  missionaries  proclaim  a  Gospel  of  love  and  friendship.  It  is 
inconsistent  to  an  investigator  to  hear  these  teachings  and  not  see  it 
exemplified  in  the  lives  of  the  members,  and  their  attitudes  toward  in- 
vestigators. Missionaries  often  bring  investigators  to  Church,  only  to 
stand  conspicuously  alone  with  them  in  one  corner  of  the  foyer.  Members 
should  take  this  opportunity  to  meet  and  make  friends  with  these  people. 

It  seems  safe  to  assume  that  every  investigator  is  interested  in  learning 
the  truth  about  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  and  about  its  place  in  his  life; 
that  he  likes  the  Church  and  its  members;  and  that  he  will  be  influenced 
not  only  by  what  he  learns  about  the  doctrines  of  the  Church,  but  by  the 
behaviour  of  the  members  of  the  Church.  We  must  do  an  effective  job  of 
welcoming  visitors  and  orienting  investigators.  You  should  make  it  a 
point  to  become  acquainted  with  everyone  present  at  a  Church  service. 
Your  welcoming  greeting  could  be  enough  to  make  a  real  friend  and 
possible  member  of  the  Church. 

You  can  also  aid  the  missionaries  in  their  work  of  increasing  God"s 
kingdom  by  freely  offering  lifts  to  their  investigators  without  transporta- 
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lion,  ll  is  a  frustrating  experience  for  one  who 
desires  to  unite  himsell  with  the  Church  of  God 
to  be  unable  to  attend  the  meeting  for  want  of  trans- 
portation. Here  is  where  you  can  serve  the  Lord  to 
fulfil]    your    calling   as   a   missionary. 

An      investiga- 
tor will  never  join 
the   Church    unless 
he      feels      wanted 
there.     He     knows 
the        missionaries 
want     him      there, 
but    he    needs    the 
reassurance  that  he 
is  loved  and  wanted  by  the  members.  This 
again   largely   devolves    upon   the   members, 
who  have  the  capacity  to  welcome  a  neigh- 
bour into  their  midst.  This  is  your  respon- 
sibility to  fulfill  your  calling. 

After  a  person  is  baptised,  he  needs  to  become  fully  active  in  all 
aspects  of  the  Church  programme.  Often  the  missionaries  who  have  baptised 
him  are  transferred,  and  unless  the  members  are  personally  interested  in 
him,  and  his  friends,  he  can  easily  fall  into  an  inactive  state. 

The  missionaries  are  called  to  teach  the  Gospel,  but  the  members  must 
put  the  programme  of  the  Church  into  the  lives  of  those  taught.  Herein 
is  your  opportunity  to  be  the  missionary  that  you  ought  be.

Toward  ihe  end  of 
dinner,  he  said  he  would  like  to  tell  me  about  the  most  wonderful  thing 
in  his  life.  He  then  spoke  of  the  joy  he  had  received  from  the  hikes  and 
camping  trips  he  and  his  family  had  taken  together. 

"To  be  on  the  mountain  on  a  cool  night,"  he  said,  "and  feci  the  wind 
blowing  all  around  you  and  see  the  clear,  bright  stars  and  have  your 
family  there  beside  you  is  the  most  wonderful  thing  in  the  \.oild!"  he 
declared.  He  leaned  back  in  his  chair  and  smiled  in  satisfaction.  "Yes.  that's 
the  most  wonderful  thing  I  can  think  of.  C^n  you  think  of  anything  finer?" 

"Yes  I  can  tell  you  of  something 
fine,  something  that  has  turned  out  to  be  the  most  wonderful  thing  of  all 
for  me." 

"I'd  like  to  hear  about  it,"  he  said  with  interest  .  .  . 

It  all  began  just  after  we  had  moved  to  Long  Beach.  California  My 
husband,  Charlie,  a  naval  officer,  was  away  on  his  ship  at  the  time.  This 
particular  morning,  as  I  was  getting  our  two  younger  children  dressed  Lo 
go  out  shopping,  a  knock  came  at  the  door.  I  was  in  no  hurry  to  answer 
it  since  I  knew  no  one  in  Long  Beach,  so  I  cont'nucd  dressing  the  baby- 
I  couldn't  get  Sallie's  little  high-top  shoes  on  her  because  she  kept  curling 
up  her  toes.  The  person  at  the  door  knocked  again.  Annoyed  by  such 
persistence,  I  gave  up  on  the  baby's  shoes  and  went  to  the  door.  There 
stood  two  young  men.  "Yes?"  I  said,  in  my  most  impersonal  voice. 

They  greeted  me  in  a  friendly  manner  and  asked  me  what  I  knew 
about  the  Mormon  Church.  I  said  nothing,  and  then  they  asked  if  I  wanted 
to  know  more. 
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Did  I  want  to  know  more?  I  had  never  spent  a  moment  even  thinking 
about  the  Mormon  Church,  so  why  should  I  want  to  know  more  about 
something  I  wasn't  even  interested  in?  I  was  ready  to  tell  them  this,  but 
something  inside  stopped  me.  They  looked  so  hopeful. 

"Well  ...  I  guess  I  do  want  to  know  a  little  more."  I  said  reluctantly. 

"When?"  one  of  the  young  men  asked. 

Oh  dear,  now  I  was  trapped.  Why  hadn't  I  said  no?  "Sometime  soon." 
I  answered  evasively. 

"How  about  tomorrow?" 

Trapped!  Well,  I'd  brought  it  on  myself.  A  time  was  agreed  upon. 
They  wrote  down  my  name,  shook  my  hand  vigorously,  and  went  awa> 
smiling.  I  couldn't  help  smiling  myself.  What  were  they  so  happy  and 
enthusiastic  about?  Just  being  young.  I  guessed.  But  if  they  had  a  home, 
four  children,  and  a  sea-going  husband  —  well,  there  was  just  too  much 
to  do  to  go  around  smiling  all  the  time! 

All  smiles  were  gone  the  next  morning  when  I  remembered  with 
annoyance  that  those  young  men  from  the  Mormon  Church  were  due  to 
come  back  in  a  few  minutes.  I  had  completely  forgotten  it  until  then,  and 
I  hoped  they  had  forgotten  too.  The  children  were  quiet,  and  this  was  a 
good  morning  to  get  things  done. 

Knock!  Knock! 

No,  they  hadn't  forgotten,  and  here  they  were  again  —  big  smiles. 
Bibles,  and  all.  The  next  thing  I  knew,  I  was  smiling  too.  Within  a  few 
minutes  we  were  talking  like  old  friends.  They  told  me  about  Joseph  Smith 
and  the  early  beginnings  of  the  Church.  It  was  all  very  interesting.  But  in 
just  a  few  minutes  it  was  over,  and  the  young  men,  who  I'd  learned  were 
missionaries,  were  folding  up  their  equipment  and  closing  their  Bibles. 

"Is  that  all?"  I  asked  with  disappointment. 

"Yes,  that's  all,"  one  said  with  a  smile. 

I  was  truly  disappointed.  I  wanted  very  much  to  hear  more  of  this  new 
religion. 

"We  can  come  back  and  give  you  another  discussion,  if  you'd  like." 

"You  can?  Oh.  that  would  be  wonderful.  When?" 

"How  about  Tuesday?" 

That  would  be  fine.  I  wouldn't  forget  this  time.  I  could  hardly  wait! 

Tuesday  came,  and  the  missionaries  gave  me  another  interesting  lesson. 
I  was  beginning  to  see  that  the  Mormon  Church  was  a  subject  that  could 
not  be  discussed  and  dismissed  in  a  day  or  two.  By  now.  I  had  a  collection 
of  pamphlets  and  a  Book  of  Mormon  that  they  had  given  to  me.  I  read 
the  pamphlets  eagerly  and  began  reading  the  Book  of  Mormon. 

Then  the  third  discussion  came,  and  I  was  asked  to  live  the  Word  of 
Wisdom.  Coffee  and  tea  were  the  only  things  I  needed  to  give  up,  but  I 
was  really  reluctant  to  do  it.  The  missionaries  suggested  that  I  try  giving 
them  up  for  one  week.  During  that  time  I  was  to  ask  our  Heavenly 
Father  if  I  was  doing  the  right  thing.  The  next  morning  I  went  into  the 
kitchen  and  drank  a  glass  of  milk  instead  of  my  usual  coffee.  There  was 
no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  I  was  doing  the  right  thing. 

It  was  about  this  time  that  a  lady  from  the  Church  came  to  see  me 
and  invited  me  to  attend  a  Relief  Society  meeting  with  her  the  next  day. 
This  was  to  be  their  first  meeting  of  the  new  year  —  an  opening  social  — 
with  a  programme,  a  luncheon,  and  a  nursery  for  the  children.  I  carefully 
looked  at  the  lady.  She  was  very  attractive  —  smiling,  and  sincere,  and  she 
looked  as  hopeful  as  the  missionaries.  It  was  impossible  to  say  "no"  to 
these  Mormons! 

I  went  to  the  Relief  Society  meeting  and  was  very  impressed  with 
what  I  saw.  Never  before  had  I  met  so  many  friendly  anl  lovely  ladies. 
Something  else  was  there  too  —  something  that  touched  my  heart  with  a 
peace  and  serenity  I  had  never  felt  before.  With  a  combination  of  excite- 
ment and  satisfaction.  I  thought,  this  is  where  1  belong! 
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M\  missionaries  continued  to  come,  sometimes  to  give  me  a  lesson 
and  sometimes  to  visit  and  sometimes  to  answer  my  ever-increasing  num- 
ber of  questions.  The  lady  from  the  (lunch  also  came  often,  and  we  became 
good  friends.  We  discovered  that  we  shared  many  interests  —  we  both 
liked  to  sew,  cook,  and  do  creative  work. 

By  now  I  admired  and  respected  the  Mormons  and  their  Church  more 
than  any  other  group  of  people  I  had  ever  known.  The  missionaries  had 
asked  me  to  pray  about  the  things  they  had  been  teaching  me.  I  made 
attempts  at  it,  but  praying  was  difficult  for  me.  As  thrilled  as  I  was  with 
the  Mormon  people.  I  was  becoming  discouraged  about  ever  believing  their 
doctrines  and  gaining  that  inner  contentment  they  all  seemed  to  have. 

Then  one  day  the  answer  to  my  prayers  came.  The  missionaries  had 
been  praying  very  earnestly  about  somethings  that  they  realized  had 
concerned  me.  Their  pcrceptiveness  and  sincerity  touched  my  heart  in 
such  a  way  that  I  suddenly  realized  that  everything  they  had  been  telling 
me  was  true;  Christ  did  restore  his  Church  to  this  earth;  it  is  here  with 
us  today.  Joseph  Smith  is  a  prophet  of  God.  The  Book  of  Mormon  is  the 
word  of  God.  The  joy  this  knowledge  brought  was  so  great  that  I  wanted 
to  laugh  and  cry  at  the  same  time,  and  I  think  I  did.  My  whole  former 
self  seemed  carried  away  with  a  rush  of  love  and  gladness. 

It  has  been  several  months  since  my  baptism  into  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  The  wonderful  joy  I  felt  on  the  day 
of  my  conversion  has  not  left  me  but  is  constantly  increasing.  The 
world  seems  to  have  changed,  but  it  may  be  that  I  am  just  seeing  things 
for  the  first  time  as  they  really  are.  As  I  begin  to  open  my  eyes  to  the 
beauty  around  me.  I  am  filled  with  an  overwhelming  love  for  our  Heavenly 
Father. 

Even  the  tiny  shining  wings  of  an  insect  and  the  clear  brightness  of  a 
star  seem  placed  there  just  for  me  to  enjoy.  Each  task  in  my  home  is  a 
reminder  of  the  blessing  and  trusts  that  I  have  been  given.  Each  day  is 
vital  and  fresh  and  exciting. 

The  two  missionaries  who  introduced  the  gospel  to  me  have  moved 
on.  I  will  always  remember  them  with  great  love  and  gratitude.  They  have 
given  me  a  gift  so  wonderful  that  sharing  it  is  the  only  way  I  can  express 
my   appreciation    to    them. 

Charlie,  my  husband,  is  not  a  member  yet.  but  I  know  that  he  soon 
will  be.  He  is  asking  the  same  questions  I  once  asked  and  speaking  with 
the  same  admiration  of  the  Mormons  that  I  have  felt. 

"The  gospel  is  the  most  wonderful  thing  in  my  life."  I  told  my  friend 
at  dinner  that  night.  I  tell  this  to  everyone  I  know.

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Church  Launches  New  Programme 
On  Education

The  renewed  emphasis  being  placed  on  the  need  tor  education  among 
members  of  the  Church  is  the  continuation  of  an  ever-present  theme. 

The  Church  has  always  strongly  advocated  the  need  for  education 
among  its  people  and  in  keeping  with  its  dynamic  policies,  has  provided 
the  means  of  obtaining  instruction   in  all   fields  of  endeavour. 

From  the  earliest  times,  the  Restored  Church  has  included  schooling 
among  the  many  facilities  offered  to  its  members.  Today  the  compara- 
tively humble  beginning  of  the  School  of  the  Prophets  has  expanded  into 
a  gigantic  educational  complex  with  effects  reaching  into  all  corners  of 
the  world  where  outposts  of  the  Church  have  been  established. 

A  new  campaign  has  been  launched  by  the  Church  in  order  to  keep 
the  members  aware  of  the  value  of  education.  This  will  take  the  form  of 
lectures  and  demonstrations,  and.  in  South  Africa,  the  Priesthood  Quoroms 
will  be  entrusted  with  the  task  of  presentation. 

A  question  time  will  be  a  feature  of  the  meetings  and  in  anticipating 
the  more  common  of  these,  typical  answers  are  given  here: 

Question:   What   is  the  difference   between  learning  and  education? 

Answer:  Learning  is  a  process  of  assimilating  knowledge  and  is  not 
limited  to  one  or  even  a  series  of  subjects.  It  is  a  continual  process,  as  far 
a  this  life  is  concerned,  never  ceasing  from  birth  to  death.  Education  is 
systematic  learning  —  detailed  study  of  certain  subjects  is  performed  and 
generally  one  may  become  an  expert  in  his  chosen  field  of  study. 

Question:  If  learning  is  a  continual  process,  why  go  to  school? 

Answer:  Learning  in  its  primitive  state  is  incoherent  —  disconnected 
—  and  a  person  receiving  only  this  would  have  a  smattering  of  knowledge 
concerning  many  subjects,  but  would  be  a  master  of  none.  Schooling  as  the 
word  implies  directs  one's  education  along  chosen  paths,  disciplines  one's 
thoughts  and  results  in  more  extensive  and  rapid  appraisal  of  facts.  An 
example  of  this  is  learning  to  read;  where  the  knowledge  accumulated  by 
many  people  may  be  gained  by  the  reader  in  a  fraction  of  the  time  taken 
by  the  original  investigators.  Non-directed  or  incoherent  learning  can  never 
compare  with  coherent  or  systematic  study. 

Question:  What  is  a  school? 

Answer:  It  is  an  institution  where  directed  study  is  offered  to  those 
who  wish  to  take  advantage  of  it. 

Question:  Why  attend  high  school  and  university? 

Answer:  To  gain  knowledge  and  to  learn  how  to  put  this  knowledge 
into  use.  It  is  an  axiom  that  knowledge  gained  and  understood  prepares 
one    for   the    assimilation   of   additional   and    greater    knowledge. 

Question:   What  is  the  difference  between  knowledge  and  intelligence? 

Answer:  Knowledge  is  an  accumulation  of  facts.  Intelligence  is  des- 
cribed as  the  ability  to  put  knowledge  into  use.  Knowledge  has  been  des- 
cribed as  a  saving  principle,  and  the  scriptures  are  replete  with  references 
to  this.  For  example:  "It  is  impossible  for  a  man  to  be  saved  in  ignorance." 
"Seek  ye  out  of  the  best  books  words  of  wisdom;  seek  learning,  even  by 
study  and  also  by  faith."  Intelligence  is  an  infinitely  more  complex  con- 
cept, for  while  knowledge  is  a  saving  principle,  the  glory  of  God  is  in- 
telligence.

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EDITORIAL 


OUR  WORD 
OF  WISDOM 


In  1833  the  Latter-day  Saints  were  given  a  revelation  which  further 
set  them  apart  as  "a  peculiar  people".  It  is  known  as  the  Word  of  Wisdom. 
Among  other  things,  the  Word  of  Wisdom  contains  the  following: 

9.  And  again,  hot  drinks  are  not  for  the  body  or  belly. 

When  the  revelation  was  first  given,  many  of  the  saints  clamoured  to 
have  the  term  "hot  drinks"  defined.  In  1842  Hyrum  Smith.  Patriarch  to 
the  Church,  confirmed  their  suspicions  by  stating  that  coffee  and  tea  were 
the  hot  drinks  referred  to  in  the  revelation.  Indeed,  it  would  have  been 
difficult  to  give  an  other  answer,  for  coffee  and  tea  were  practically  the  only 
hot  drinks  consumed  at  that  time.  Later,  Church  leaders  reafhmed  that 
coffee  and  tea  were  harmful,  and  not  to  be  consumed.  Thus,  it  is  clear  that 
the  Church  position  is  that  tea  and  coffee,  in  any  form,  are  not  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Word  of  Wisdom. 

But.  as  always,  when  the  Lord  reveals  a  truth,  it  is  couched  in  terms 
which  allow  its  complete  application  to  a  situation  —  then  and  now.  The 
Lord  didn't  say  tea  and  coffee  were  the  drinks  to  which  he  referred.  He 
merely  said  "hot  drinks." 

Time  has  a  way  of  vindicating  the  words  of  a  revelation  of  the  Lord. 
With  the  proliferation  of  hot  beverages  in  the  world  today,  it  has  been 
learned  that  any  hot  drink  can  be  harmful  to  the  human  body.  While 
perhaps  not  containing  the  harmful  stimulants  contained  in  tea  and  coffee, 
any  substance  that  is  taken  at  an  excessively  high  temperature  can  destroy 
tissues,  destroy  digestive  juices,  and  may  ultimately  cause  cancer  in  the 
digestive  tract,  especially  the  stomach  and  throat.  With  winter  rapidly 
approaching,  hot  drinks  will  again  find  place  in  the  homes  of  nearly  all 
Latter-day  Saints  in  the  South  African  Mission.  If  served  at  extreme 
temperatures  they  are  harmful.  Note  that  the  Lord  made  no  declaration 
regarding  warm  drinks.  But  God  has  said,  "hot  drinks  are  not  for  the 
body". 

It  should  be  obvious  that  alcohol  and  tobacco  are  not  in  accordance 
with  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  Some  people  have  sought  justification  for 
partaking  of  other  known  harmful  substances,  arguing  that  they  are  not 
prohibited  in  the  Word  of  Wisdom.  But.  knowing  that  ".  .  .  men  should  be 
anxiously  engaged  in  a  good  cause,  and  do  many  things  of  their  own  free 
will  ..."  (D.  &  C.  58:27),  we  can  deduce  that  drugs,  and  other  harmful 
substances  do  not  harmonize  with  the  Gospel. 

The  Lord  does  not  consider  it  difficult  to  comply  with  the  Word  of 
Wisdom.  For  He  said, 

3.  Given  for  a  principle  with  promise,  adapted  to  the  capacity  of  the 
weak  and  the  weakest  who  are  or  can  be  called  saints. 
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The  Lord's 
Day

UUlJIIUIi*  "My  neighbour  .  .  .  says  that  the  Latter-day  Saints  are  not 
true  Christians  because  they  desecrate  the  true  Sabbath  which  is  Saturday 
and  has  been  from  the  beginning  and  that  man  has  no  right  to  change  it. 
He  maintains  that  it  was  on  the  seventh  day  that  the  Lord  rested  from  his 
labours,  when  he  created  this  earth,  and  this  was  established  to  be  perpet- 
uated through  the  ages,  and  the  Pope  of  Rome  changed  it  to  Sunday,  and 
the  Protestants  have  followed  this  to  their  condemnation.  What  answer  do 
we  have  to  this  statement? 

HiiOVlLll*  The  complete  answer  to  these  questions  is  found  in  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants,  Section  59.  This  revelation  was  given  on  Sunday. 
August  7,  1831,  in  Jackson  County,  Missouri.  In  this  revelation  the  Lord 
promised  the  members  of  the  Church  who  sought  inheritances  in  Missouri 
that  he  would  abundantly  bless  them  if  they  would  covenant  with  him  to 
keep  his  commandments.  They  would  be  crowned  with  blessings  from 
above,  "yea  and  with  commandments  not  a  few,  and  with  revelations  in 
their  time  —  they  that  are  faithful  and  diligent  before  me."  After  making 
this  promise  the  Lord  reiterated  commandments  from  the  Decalogue  given 
on  Sinai,  and  added  this  commandment  concerning  the  Sabbath  day: 

Thou  shalt  thank  the  Lord  thy  God  in  all  things. 

Thou  shalt  offer  a  sacrifice  unto  the  Lord  thy  God  in  righteous- 
ness, even  that  of  a  broken  heart  and  a  contrite  spirit. 

And  that  thou  mayest  more  fully  keep  thyself  unspotted  from  the 
world,  thou  shalt  go  to  the  house  of  prayer  and  offer  up  thy  sacra- 
ments upon  my  holy  day; 

For  verily  this  is  a  day  appointed  unto  you  to  rest  from  your 
labours,  and  to  pay  thy  devotions  unto  the  Most  High. 

Nevertheless  thy  vows  shall  be  offered  up  in  righteousness  on  all 
days  and  at  all  times; 

But  remember  that  on  this,  the  Lord's  day,  thou  shalt  offer  thine 
oblations  and  thy  sacraments  unto  the  Most  High,  confessing  thy  sins 
unto  thy  brethren,  and  before  the  Lord. 

And  on  this  day  thou  shalt  do  none  other  thing,  only  let  thy  food 
be  prepared  with  singleness  of  heart  that  thy  fasting  may  be  perfect, 
or,  in  other  words,  that  thy  joy  may  be  full. 
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After  giving  this  commandment  the  Lord  promised  other  blessings  that 
would  follow  through  obedience,  and  then  added  : 

And  in  nothing  doth  man  offend  God,  or  against  none  is  his 
wrath  kindled,  save  those  who  confess  not  his  hand  in  all  things, 
and  obey  not  his  commandments. 

The  Lord's  day  was,  of  course,  Sunday,  and  on  this  day  the  Latter-day 
Saints  have  been  commanded  to  observe  the  weekly  Sabbath.  So  far  as  the 
Latter-day  Saints  are  concerned,  the  Lord  has  spoken.  This  settles  the  ques- 
tion. Perhaps  this  is  as  far  as  we  need  to  go  in  defence  of  our  observance 
of  the  Sabbath  day  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  but  it  would  not  satisfv  our 
correspondent  if  we  stopped  here.  Moreover  it  will  be  of  general  interest 
to  all  members  of  the  Church  to  have  some  additional  discussion. 

Those  who  believe  that  the  Sabbath  should  be  on  Saturday  have  made 
a  fetish  of  the  Sabbath  day.  They  have,  like  the  Pharisees  and  Sadducees  of 
old,  measured  man  to  the  length  of  their  procrustean  bed  and  condemn  all 
others  who  may  be  jusi  as  devout  as  they.  They  have  forgotten,  it  seems, 
the  counsel  of  oui   Lord  : 

And  he  said  unto  them,  The  sabbath  was  made  for  man,  and  not 
man  for  the  sabbath  : 

Therefore  the  Son  of  man  is  Lord  also  of  the  sabbath. 

Being  the  Lord  of  the  Sabbath  he  had  the  right  to  change  the  day,  and 
that  is  exactly  what  he  has  done. 

In  the  first  place  there  can  be  ! ittle  relationship,  in  point  of  time,  with 
the  seventh  day  of  creation  and  the  seventh  day  according  to  temporal 
reckoning.  This  we  learn  from  the  revelation  given  to  Abraham. 

.  .  .  Now,  I,  Abraham,  saw  that  it  was  after  the  Lord's  time,  which 
was  after  the  time  of  Kolob;  for  as  yet  the  Gods  had  not  appointed 
unto  Adam  his  reckoning. 

No  one  knows  whether  a  "temporal"  time  was  given  to  Adam  imme- 
diately after  he  was  driven  from  Eden  or  not,  or  if  it  came  gradually.  No 
one  knows,  and  no  one  without  revelation  from  the  Lord  would  know  which 
day  is  the  first  and  which  is  the  last  in  our  present  reckoning.  Moreover,  it 
matters  not  which  was  the  first  or  which  the  last  day  of  the  week  before 
the  flood.  In  our  Bible  as  it  has  come  down  to  us.  there  is  little  evidence 
that  there  was  a  Sabbath  observance  before  the  Lord  spoke  to  Moses  on 
Mount  Sinai.  Even  if  we  concede  that  the  Hebrew  week  and  the  Hebrew 
Sabbath  correspond  to  the  present  reckoning,  it  does  not  follow  that  the 
Sabbath  day  now  has  to  correspond  to  the  Hebrew  practice  at  the  time  of 
our  Saviour's  ministry.  Because  of  faulty  measuring  of  time,  days  have  been 
added  to  the  calendar.  Moreover,  man  has  been  under  the  necessity  of 
arbitrarily  setting  the  time  for  man's  convenience  in  certain  parts  of  the 
earth.  Such  an  arbitrary  dateline  has  been  drawn  through  the  Pacific  at  the 
1 80th  degree  from  pole  to  pole,  so  that  we  find  islands  relatively  close 
together  situated  on  each  side  of  this  line  and  therefore  having  their  Sab- 
bath on  different  days,  while  the  same  sunshine  beams  upon  them. 

Among  Former-day  Saints 

There  is  evidence  that  the  members  of  the  Church  following  the 
resurrection  of  Jesus  changed  their  Sabbath  from  the  last  to  the  first  day  of 
the  week  and  that  Christians  have  followed  it  ever  since.  It  is  universally 
conceded  that  our  Saviour  was  in  the  tomb  during  the  Jewish  Sabbath,  and 
that  he  came  forth  on  the  early  morning  of  the  first  day  of  the  week.  All 
four  of  the  evangelists  have  written  that  it  was  early  on  the  morning  of 
the  first  day  when  Jesus  appeared  to  some  of  his  disciples,  and  in  the 
evening  of  that  same  day,  when  they  were  gathered  with  the  doors  shut 
for  fear  of  the  Jews,  he  appeared  again  and  permitted  them  to  handle,  or 
feel,    the   marks   of  the   wounds    in    his    hands,    side,    and    feet.    On   this 
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occasion  he  instructed  (hem.  It  was  eight  da>s  later,  or  on  the  first  da)  "I 
the  week  when  he  appeared  again  and  gave  them  further  instruction  and 
clmled  I  homas  for  his  unbelief.  This  would  indicate  that  the  Lord  himself 
had  changed  the  date  of  the  Sabbath,  and  from  that  time  forth  it  should  be 
the  first  day  of  the  week.  It  is  true  that  there  is  not  much  said  in  the  New 
Testament  about  the  change  of  the  Sabbath,  but  common  things  seldom 
gel  frequent  mention.  There  are  references,  however,  which  point  definitely 
to  the  fact  that  the  time  of  the  Sabbath  had  been  changed  to  the  Lord's 
day. 

In  the  Book  of  Acts  this  is  recorded: 

And  upon  the  first  dav  of  the  week  when  the  disciples  came 
together  to  break  bread,  Paul  preached  unto  them,  readx  to  depart  on 
the  morrow;  and  continued  his  speech  until  midnight. 

Sacrament  Administered   on  Sabbath   Day 

It  should  be  conceded  that  they  did  not  break  bread,  or,  in  other 
words,  administer  the  sacrament,  except  on  the  Sabbath  day.  It  also  seems 
to  be  significant  that  it  was  on  the  first  day  of  the  week  that  Paul  coun- 
selled the  Corinthian  members  of  the  Church  that  each  should  "lay  by  him 
in  store,  as  God  hath  prospered  him,  that  there  be  no  gatherings  when  I 
come."  Likewise  that  the  Lord  would  give  to  John  the  great  revelation  on 
the  Lord's  day,  or  the  first  day  of  the  week,  saying:  "I  am  Alpha  and 
Omega,  the  first  and  the  last :  and.  What  thou  seest,  write  in  a  book." 

It  is  also  recorded  that  Ignatius,  a  disciple  of  the  Apostle  John,  said: 
Every  lover  of  Christ  celebrates  the  Lord's  day,  consecrated  to  the 
resurrection  of  Christ  as  the  queen  and  chief  of  all  days. 
Dr.  Adam  Clark,  in  his  Commentary  treating  Revelation  1  :  10,  says: 

"The  Lord's  day"  the  first  day  of  the  week,  observed  as  the 
Christian  sabbath,  because  on  it  Jesus  Christ  rose  from  the  dead:  there- 
fore it  was  called  the  Lord's  day;  and  has  taken  the  place  of  the 
Jewish  sabbath,  throughout  the  Christian  world. 

Dr.  Thomas  Scott,  in  his  Commentary  dealing  with  this  same  verse, 
says: 

This  was  "on  the  Lord's  day"  which  can  be  meant  of  no  other, 
than  the  day  on  which  the  Lord  Jesus  arose  from  the  dead,  even  "the 
first  day  of  the  week"  :  and  it  is  conclusive  proof,  that  the  first  day 
was  set  apart,  and  kept  holy,  by  the  primitive  Christians,  in  com- 
memoration of  the  great  event :  for  on  what  other  account  could  it 
have  been  thus  mentioned ! 

In  the  Commentary  of  Jameson,  Fausett,  and  Brown  on  this  same  pas- 
sage this  is  recorded : 

.  .  .  on  THE  LORD'S  DAY  —  Though  forcibly  detained  from 
Church  communion  with  the  brethren  in  the  sanctuary  on  the  Lord's 
day,  the  weekly  commemoration  of  the  resurrection,  John  was  holding 
spiritual  communion  with  them.  This  is  the  earliest  mention  of  THE 
TERM  "the  Lord's  day\"  But  the  consecration  of  the  day  to  worship, 
almsgiving,  and  the  Lord's  supper,  is  implied,  Act  20:7;  /  Cor.  16:2. 
cf.  John  20:19-26.  The  name  corresponds  to  "the  Lord's  supper," 
I  Cor.  11  :20.  Ignatius  seems  to  allude  to  "the  Lord's  day"  (ad  M agues, 
9)  and  lrenaeus  in  the  QUA  EST.  AD  ORTHOD.  115  (in  Justin 
Martyr).  Justin  Martyr  Apology  2:98  &c.  "On  Sunday  we  hold  our 
joint  meeting;  for  the  first  day  is  that  on  which  God,  having  removed 
darkness  and  chaos,  made  the  world,  and  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour 
rose  from  the  dead  after  Saturday,  which  is  Sunday,  having  appeared 
to  His  apostles  and  disciples,  he  taught  these  things."  To  the  Lord's 
day  Pliney  doubtless  refers  (Ex  97,  BIO),  "The  Christians  on  a  fixed 
day  before  dawn  meet  and  sing  a  hymn  to  Christ  as  God."

said,  fall  into  the  ditch  together,  for  that  is  what  happens  when  the  blind 

are  leaders  of  the  blind. 

Evil  has  perhaps  never  been  so  rampant  as  today.  Seldom,  if  ever,  has 
Satan  held  such  a  tight  grip  upon  mankind.  He  has  deceived  and  misled 
so  many  of  God's  children  that  it  is  hard  to  find  the  truth.  He  has  made 
sin  look  so  attractive  that  millions  have  become  his  subjects.  With  all  the 
power  of  wrong  living,  he  has  increased  his  power  in  addicting  millions 
of  those  on  the  earth  today  to  the  use  of  drugs.  Alcohol  and  tobacco  are 
minor  tools  in  comparison  to  these  soul-destroying  drugs  which  are  in 
such  general  use  in  some  areas.  They  are  available  to  many  high  school 
and  junior  high  school  students  in  America.  Further,  of  the  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  US  soldiers  in  Viet  Nam,  it  is  estimated  that  more  than 
thirty  per  cent  of  them  use  dope  or  marijuana,  or  other  drugs  in  one  form 
or  another. 

Is  there  any  reason  then,  to  wonder  at  the  concern  of  our  Church  — 
of  the  Prophet  of  God  and  his  assistants  and  their  admonitions  to  be 
true  and  to  keep  our  bodies  as  temples  of  God. 

As  a  people,  how  grateful  we  can  be  for  the  guidance  of  a  Prophet. 
When  we  do  not  clearly  know  the  way,  what  a  blessing  it  is  to  have 
someone  to  guide  us. 

If  we  arc  lost  in  a  snowstorm,  as  Elder  Tuttle  says,  we  need  no  longer 
be  lost  when  we  can  have  someone  take  hold  of  our  hand  and  lead  us  the 
way  God  would  have  us  go.  What  would  I  have  done  without  a  light  or 
without  snowshoes  to  aid  me  to  Safety?  What  will  happen  to  us  if  we  do 
not  find  the  light  of  the  Gospel  to  guide  us?  Surely  we  will  wander  aim- 
lessly and  without  purpose  or  direction  in  our  efforts.  Because  of  the 
guidance  of  a  Prophet,  sent  by  God  to  direct  and  guide  us,  we  can  be 
numbered  among  those  caught  in  the  Gospel  net,  when  those  which  are 
"bad  fish"  are  cast  out,  not  being  worthy  to  remain  with  our  Saviour. 

Many  years  ago  one  of  the  Apostles  of  the  Church.  John  Taylor,  not 
he  who  later  became  President  of  the  Church,  made  the  statement  that 
"That  person  is  not  truly  converted  until  he  sees  the  power  of  God 
resting  upon  the  leaders  of  the  Church  and  it  goes  down  into  his  heart  like 
fire." 

Are  you  truly  converted?  Do  you  see  the  power  of  God  resting  upon 
the  leaders  of  the  Church?  Are  you  willing  to  heed  their  council  and 
advice  and  not  count  the  cost?
